In  order  that  we  may  safely  dis¬ 
tinguish  between  gospel  repentance 
and  repentance  toward  other  ob¬ 
jects  wo  might  keep  in  mind  the 
following  chara,eteristie4:  (1)  As  te 
nature;  It  is  spiritual,  a  new  crea¬ 
tion,  wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 
(2)  It  is  always  the  product  of 
contrition  ("For  Godly  sorrow 
worketh  repentance  te  salvation 
not  te  be  repented  of,  but  sor¬ 
row  of  the  world  worketh 
death").  (3)  As  te  object;  it  it 
always  toward  God.  It  recognises, 
abhors,  and  turns  away  from  sin

A  Golden  Opportunity 

On  Friday  of  last  week  import¬ 
ant  ballots  were  mailed  to  a  large 
group  of  pastors  and  other  church 
staff  members  and  churches  in 

Mississippi.

our  churches. 

The  new  Ministers  Security 
Plan  was  approved  by  our  State 
Convention  last  November  and 
must  he  approved  now  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  active  Minister  Re¬ 
tirement  Plan  members,  along 
with  their  churches,  by  July  1  in 
order  to  become  effective  by  that 
dale. 

The  new  Plan  offers  several 
very  desirable  and  needed  beno- 
fits  over  the  present  Plan. 

The  additional  cost  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  and  the  churches  is  compar¬ 
atively  small,  certainly  in  keeping 
with  the  times  and  with  the  bene¬ 
fits  involved. 

Everything  else  has  gone  up  in 

cost  during  the  past  few  years  and 
this  additional  cost  is  only  in  line 
with  the  times. 

Members  of  the  present  Minis¬ 
ters'  Retirement  Plan  will  not  have 
a  chance  to  enter  this  new  Plan 
after  July  1,  if  it  is  adopted  by* 
two-thirds  vote. 

May  we  urge  everyone  involved 
to  consider  this  seriously  lief  ore 
voting  to  stay  in  the  present  Plan.

When  Baptist 
Editors  Meet 

Members'  of  the  Soutliern  Bap¬ 
tist  Press  Association  held  their 
annual  session  in  Biloxi  February 
9-11.  An  account  of  the  meeting 
was  carried  in  last  week’s  Issue 
of  the  Baptist  Record. 

The  Association  is  composed  of 
'  the  editors  of  our  state  Baptist  pa¬ 
pers  and  of  the  official  Southwide 
journalists.  Practically  all  of  these 
were  present.  The  two  or  threo 
absentees  had  good  excuses.  Ia 
addition  to  the  editors,, several  edi¬ 
torial  assistants  and  business 
managers,  as  well  as  visitors, 
were  in  attendance. 

Too  few  Southern  Baptists  real- 
ixe  the  value  and  influence  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  press.  The  circu¬ 
lation  of  the  various  state  paper* 
is  now  more  than  a  million  week¬ 
ly.  The  two  mission  journals  and 
the  Baptist  Program  make  tho 
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circulation  close  to  1,500,000.  That 
means  that  approximately  5,000,- 
006  people  are  readied  by  these 
publications. 

This  means  that  the  Southern 
Baptist  press  provides  a  medium 
of  communication  of  which  the 
value  cannot  be  estimated  and.it 
ia  migmf uant  llml  •»  the  cirnita- 
tion  of  the  various  papers  has  in¬ 
creased.  so  have  the  interest  and 
the  offerings  of  Southern  Baptists 
increased.  It  is  still  true  that  as 
someone  has  said,  “People  are  usu¬ 
ally  down  on  what  they  are  not 
up  on.” 

Many  readers  will  recall  the 
statement  of  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall 
at  the  close  of  the  European  Re¬ 
lief  Campaign  a  few  years  ago. 
The  Campaign  was  projected  at 
Miami  and  had  to  be  done  and 
done  in  a  hurry.  He  frankly  ad¬ 
mitted  that  without  the  help  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Press  his  job 
would  have  been  an  impossible 
one. 

It  was  a  great  success. 

Our  Southern  Baptist  papers 
also  serve  as  unifying  agencies. 
While  each  pa|>er  is  independent 
of  every  other  paper,  as  Southern 
Baptists  we  are  aiming  at  the 
same  thing  and  trying  to  achieve 
the  same  goal.  While  there  may 
be  slight  differences  as  to  method, 
the  goal  is  the  same.  Most  of  them 
carry  major  news  items  in  about 
tlie  same  style.  That  means  that 
a  Baptist  in  California  is  just  as 
good  a  Baptist  as  a  Baptist  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi.  It  means  that  Training 
Union  work  in  Oregon  is  about 
like  the  Training  Union  work  in 
Mississippi.

( Continued  From  Page  Three) 
to  drift way  The  older  generation  be¬ 
gan  to  die  out.  One  by  one  the  .ranks 
were  depleted,  and  one  sad  day,  toe 
remaining  members  realized  that  some¬ 
where  along  the  line,  someone  had  made 
a  serious  mistake.  The  old  group  of 
capable,  efficient,  consecrated  officers 
and  leaders  were  rapidly'  dying  out, 
and  there  was  no  one  to  replace  them. 
The  younger  adults,  who  had  never  been 
given  any  more  of  a  place  in  toe 
Church  than  they  had  had  as  young 
children,  had  loaf  interest  and  had 
drifted  away  from  the  Church.  Mean- 
While  the  Church  building  and  Pastor-, 
tom  had  both  begun  to  deteriorate  ra¬ 
fter  rapidly,  and  the  Church  treasury 
was  running  low.  Offerings  were  wot 


coming  in  m  they  had  once  done.  Ev¬ 
erything  seemed  to  be  going  wrong  at 
once. 

What  was  toe  trouble?  Everyone 
decided  that  the  Pastor  wa.s  not  capable, 
and  he  was  dismissed.  Two  or  three 
more  Pastors  came  and  went  in  rapid 
succession  during  the  next  few  years , 
each  one-  leaving  the  Church  a  defeated 
man. 

Finally,  toe  Church  began  to  show  a 
feeble  sign  and  promise  of  a  bit  of  in¬ 
crease  in  vigor  and  growth.  A  few 
years  more,  and  a  new  Church  and 
Pastonum  were  built,  toe  crowds  w 
creased  again,  and  toe  Church  was  on 
her  way.  How  do  we  explain  this?  It 
ha*  happened  more  than  once  in  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Churches. 

The  explanation  is  ample,  the  origi¬ 


nal  9et  of  officers  and  leaders  toe 
Church  had  were  hfetermec*  As  young¬ 
er  people  came  on  toe  scene,  and  as 
young  people  became  mature  men  and 
women,  they  were  not  given  any  place 
of  service.  They  drifted  away  and  lost 
interest.  There  was  nothing  to  tie  them 
onto  toe  Church.  They  had  no  responsi¬ 
bility.  And  suddenly,  when  toe  older 
generation  began  to  die  out  and  there 
wa*  no  seasoned,  trained,  experienced 
personnel  to  take  their  places,  the 
Church  suddenly,  and  rapidly,  began  to 
lose  ground.  There  were  fewer  and  few¬ 
er  of  the  old  group,  as  the  Grim  Reaper 
swung  his  Made,  and  fewer  and  fewer 
of  toe  younger  group,  as  they  grew  to 
manhood  and  womanhood  and  wandered 
off,  losing  interest. 

The  remedy?  Simple,  indeed.  Begin  a 
rotation  system,  and  work  m  a  few 


new  workers  every  year.  Romans  12:5 
teaches  that  a  Church  is  a  democracy, 
where  everyone  is  oa  an  equal  footing. 
There  is  absolutely  no  Scriptural  au¬ 
thority  tor  lifetime  deacons  The  late 
Dr.  M  E.  Dood  once  wrote  in  a  per¬ 
sonal  letter,  “—on  the  matter  of  life 
deaconship  and  annual  call  for  Pastors. 
Neither  oni  is  either  Scriptural  or  sen¬ 
sible  Many  Churches  practice  toe  sys¬ 
tem  of  rotation  in  office  for  the  dea¬ 
cons,  electing  one-third  of  the  Board 
each  year  and  making  them  ineligible 
for  re-election  until  one  year  has  in¬ 
tervened.” 

This,  -indeed  is  the  common-sense 
method,  to  work  in  a  few  new  deacons 
and  other  workers  every  year.  We  knew 
of  one  woman  who  was  a  WMU  Presi¬ 
dent  for  forty-six  years!  Brother  Lay¬ 
man,  don't  do  this!
